And though amongſt them the principal Mem- 
bers are ſuch as are not touched in private, and there- 
fore need not ſpeak from any feeling-of the Grief, yet 
We have heard that other Gentlemen alſo of rhe Houſe, 
who ſtand as free, have ſpoken as freely in it, ' which 
gives Us to know, that no Reſpeds or Intereſts have 
moved them, other than the Minds they bear to ſuffer 
no diminution of our - Honour, and our Subje&t's love 
unto Us. The zeal of which Aﬀection tending to eaſe 
my People, and. knit their Hearts unto Us, Tembrace 
with a Princely Care, far above all earthly Treaſures. 
l eſteem my Peoples Love, more than which I defire 
not to Merit : And God that gave Me here to fit, and

under Me have negleted, or converted what I have 
committed . unto them, I hope God will not lay their 
Culps to. my Charge. To be a King, and wear a 
Crown, 1s a thing more glorious to them that ſee ir, 
than it is pleaſant 'to them that bear it : For my Self, 
1 never was ſo much enticed with the glorious Name 
ot. a King, or the Royal Authority of a Queen, as de- 
lighted that God hath made Me his Inſtrument to main- 
tain his Truth and Glory, and to defend this Kingdom 
trom Diſhonour, Damage, Tyranny, and Oppreſſion. But 
ſhould I aſcribe any of theſe things unto my Self, or my 
ſexly Weakneſs, I were not worthy to live, and of all 
moſt unworthy of the Mercies I have received at - 
God's Hands : But to God only and wholly all 1s 
given and aſcribed. The Cares and Trouble of a 
Crown I cannot more fitly reſemble, than to the Drugs 
of a Learned: Phyſician, perfumed with ſome Aroma- 
tical Savour, or to bitter Pills gilded over, by which 
they are made more acceptable, or leſs offenſive, which 
indeed are bitter and unpleaſant -to take ; and for mine 
own part, were it not for: Conſcience ſake, to diſcharge 
the Duty that God hath laid upon Me, and to main- 
tain his Glory, and keep you in Safety, in mine own 
Diſpoſition I ſhould be willing to. reſign the Place I hold 
to any other, and glad to, be freed'of the Glory with 
the Labours : For it is net my defire to: Live or Reign 
longer, than my Life and Reign ſhall be. for your 
Good. And though you have had, and may have, 
many mightier and wiſer Princes: fitting in this Seat, 
yet you never had, nor ſhall have any, that will Love 
you better. |

Oblervations. 


Bout Two Hundred Years ſince, almoſt all Ezrops 

( except Muſcovy) lived under the happy form 
of a mixt Monarchical Government ; having this 
Maxim of the Ancients, that the King and the Peoples 
Intereſt are one and the fame. The King had his Dues, 
and the People had theirs ; as it was then in Praxce, 


Spain, Germany, Poland, &c. But the Pope envying the 


Happineſs of Princes, and People, under this mild Mo- 
narchy-; and to ſecure his new Trentine Antichriſtian 
Supremacy, having gotten his Jeſuits to be King's 
Confeflors, flatter'd and wheedl'd Princes, that as in the 
Text, This ſhall be the manner of your Kings; God was 
giving the People the Jus Divinum of Government, 
when in truth, He was threatning them with the 
Plague of Tyrants ! And this took ſuch ' effec, as to 
turn the former eafie Monarchies into abſolute illegal 
Tyrannies ; which firſt began by LewiszXI. in France, 
and followed by that horrid Inquifition in Spain, &c. 
90 that Europe, and the Weſt-Indies, have' been the 
Shambles of Papal Barbarities in the Maſfacres of Mil- 


lions of Chriſtians, and other - Human Souls ever

fince. 
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Our wiſe Queen Elizabeth therefore having a right 
regard to the general Good and Weal of the People, 
accommodated her Government to the true Genzzs' of 
the Monarchical Inſtitution, as it then ſtood + For She 
conſtantly courted the People, exprefling Her Monar- 
chy was founded in the Peoples AﬀeCtions: And by 
rhat Expedient kept up Her Self and Monarchy to that 
Height and Glory, as it firſt ſtood in its natural Foun- 
dation ; and this againſt all Foretzgn Powers. And She 
thus anſwerd all rhe Ends of Government ; for Fact:i- 
ons and Parties were thus funk ; the Intereſt of Court 
and Country were made One, and Vertue, Honeſty, 
and Piety were. reſtor d and encourag'd, 

But King James, being deſirous to be more at liber- 
ty from his Old Maſter Buchaan's more ſevere Princi- 
ples, as to Ins Prerogative, ſome Prelates quickly gra- 
tified His Inclination, Cho to the bane of his Succeflors ) 
in their Political Doqrines, which they drew from 
God's Word, touching Succeſſion, Jure Divino, and Paſ- 
frve Obedience. But by how much _ they intermedled 
with Secular Afﬀairs, and grew more lordly and leſs 
hoſpitable, they greatly prejudiced the Evangelical E- 
piſcopacy. Laud in King Charles's Time, was one of 
the great Promoters of thoſe Political Dodtrines for 
Court-Intereſt, as Szrafford was for Arbitrary Govern- 
ment, and; both ſufferd. But good Biſhop AZboz, 
Learned ©/ſher, &c. liked not thoſe {trayings from Holy 
Writ. Thus the Corruption of the Prelacy, lowered 
the Epiſcopacy, and - made way for Presbitery : And 
the Corruption of. the Courtiers drew the Nation into 
Extremities to run-to-Democracy. 

By all which, What reaſon France, Spain, &c. have 
to. truſt the Pope, may wofully appear ! And how King 
Charles was beholding to Laud and Strafford for ou 
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Innovations; is loudly manifeſt, in the Ruines that fol- 


tow'd his Family, and the Nation fince that time. 

The Premiſes well weighed, Can any now ſet up for 
an Arbitrary Government, that are truly hearty to King 
WILL1A M, ſince that has cauſed ſuch Uproars, 
Ruines of Kings, and DeſtruCtions in the World, for a- 
bove a Hundred Years laſt paſt. | 

But it's objeted, We have need to fear a Democracy. 
As to that, this Nation having fo. lately eſcaped the 
dangerous effects of a miſled and motly Democracy : 
It may be reaſonably concluded, that, that will never 
more long prevail in England ; eſpecially, ſince all the 
Advantages in a Common-wealth, can as freely and 
fully be derived from the Temper of an eſtabliſhed well- 
bounded Monarchy, which 1s.fſo agreeable to the In- 
tereſt of a free People, that nothing can be deſired to 
make us more happy, and more. perfect.
